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1. The Yugoslav Navy has 136 notor-drivert pontoons of LO tons each. These 
ae pontoons were given to Tugoslavia by UNRRA for civilian transport, but 
have been consigned to the Yugoslay Navy and used to transport tanks. 


2. ‘The Yugoslav Navy has in use 18 landing craft of which eight are American 
types and 10 are Italian and German types. 


3. The pontoons and the landing craft are repaired in the ports of Sibenik, 
Split, Dubrovnik and Bola Kotorska. 


4. ‘The Yugoslav Havy allegediy has in use 18 small submarines; 10 sent by 
Russia and assembled in Yugoslavia, four German and four Italian. The 
location of the subwarine base is UNENOWN » 
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
